CROWN COLONY 

DEVELOPMENT. 
Now that the Imperial Con- 
ference is over, we are left to 
wonder what will transpire re- 
garding the future development 
tof the Crown Colonies, amongst 
which Hongkong occupies a pro- 
minent place. It is true that we 
do not come under the heading of 
these Crown Colonies which con- 
tribute to any greateextent to the 
Empire's raw materials, but as 
the distributing centre fora great 
) Oriental market we have a big 
tole to fill if the disposal of 
manufactured goods. In time, 
also, we may figure much more 
prominently than at present as a 
producing centre. We are deeply 
interested in any schemes look- 
ing to the development of Crown 
Colony resources, a subject which 
engaged the attention of the Im- 
peria! Conference delegates dur- 
ing their recent deliberations. 

Indicative of the growing im- 
portance of the Crown Colonies 
and Protectorates is the fact that 
forthe first time in the history 
of the. Imperial Conferences a 
special representative was, detail- 
ed to present the case of these 
possessions ta the delegates. 
This was Mr. Ormshy Gore, who, 
in turn, had the assistance of an 
Advisory Committee formed from 
a number of léading persons 
engaged in trade with particular 
Colonies or groups ‘of Colonies, 
this body advising him-in an 
expert manner regarding com- 
mercial and other potentialities. 
Very little has, unfottunately, 
bean made public with regard to 
the discussions engaged: in and 
the decisions reached. Ina speech 
to the delegates, Mr. Ormsby 
Gore dwelt on the necessity of 
co-operation in developing the 
resources of the Crown Colonies, 
and also referred to the need 
of -better transport facilities, 
improved education, skilled ‘dir- 
ection of Isbour and the free 
application of private, capital to 
new enterprises. All thesa mat- 
ters are of the highest import- 
ance, and inasmuch as the

Anti-Opium Campaign. 
There has lately beera greatly 
increased outery against the 
opium traffic, and it seems as if 
the anti-opium people are con- 
solidating their forces for further 
attacks. The London Missionary 
Society has just passed resolu- 
tions condemning the compulsory 
opium-growing in China brought 
about by “military greed.” and 
been sent to the 
Foreign. Office and League of 
Nations. It is’as well -that the 
League should have its attention 
drawn to the root cause of the 
evilin China. so that-instead of 
Listening to the wonderful assur- 
ances of the Chinese delegate 
and then smugly deciding 
that the evil influences 
are outside the country, .it 
can realise that reform will have 
to be internal before external in- 
fluences are condemned. Con- 
sidering what China is like to-day. 
with mucb power in the hands of 
men who accept dictation from 
nobody, we do not think tha 
League or anybody else can 5up- 
press opium smoking in the 
country for years tocome. Mean- 
while the propaganda against 
exporting cougtriess whbin » the, 
British Empire is gradually bring- 
jing about a cessation of the 
ligitimate traffic. no doubt to the 
great joy of smugglers, cocaine 
manufacturers, and producers of 
home-grown opium. It would be 
amusing were it not really such 
& serious matter. 


If the Conservatives Win. 

There are indications that the 
present jovernment may pussibly 
be returned at the forthcoming 
election with a fair majority. and 
is isinteresting to speculate what 
this would mean fur the protec- 
It is unlikely that the 
Conservative party will have such 
a big majority es to put through 
practically anythiog it wanted, 
without caring fur the votes of 
the Opposition, and thus when 
protection comes to be introduced 
there is o possibility that it 
will be rejected. Even some of 
the Unionists are opposed to tariff 
reform, ‘and are standing as 
Conservative free traders. It 
would be 2s well were the 
present Government to retain 
its power, for we do not want 
any further messing about with 
the country's foreign policy ; but 
it is on the great question of 
domestic policy—protection or 
free trade—that the election is 
really being fought. The position 
of the Goyernment would bé 
anomalous indeed, to ‘say the 
least, if it were returned to power 
and then failed to. put through the 
very reform to whichit is pledged. 
Altogether the situation is one of 
unusual interest; not only to 
Britain but to the whole céterie 
of outside observers.

This was a good many years ago, 
whan the Countess visited Hong- 
kong with the Ea: of Meath. 
Lady Lugard and Lady May 


_}warmly supported the scheme, 


which aimed at getting young 
folks here to do something for 
children at Home by working for 
hospitals, orphanages and similar 
institutions, Children here have 
so much done for them that it is 
really necessary for the formation 
of their characters that ther 
should learn to do something, 
sometimes, for others. Of course, 
children cannot organise “bazaars 
the . size of the one 
be held next Saturday, 
it wes, a good idea, 
with the adoption of which Lady 
Stubbs has a good des! to do, that 
the Hongkong Women's Guild 
should be incorporated with the 
“MM. C. L.” and so let the grown- 
ups add their weigh: and contri- 
bute to greater achievements. . 
All the principal institutions 
and districts of the Colony ‘are 
helpers towards the success of this 
annual bazaar, for which H. E.

BAZAAR. |THE INSECT WORLD. 


A LECTURE ON FABRE'S 
“WORK, . - oo 
All who take an interest in.” 
natural history will give a high - 
place among the elect to Jean 
Henri Fabre, the -man wha 
observed the insects in their 
homes, ivalling cur own 
Lubbock in this close scrut- 
iny their domestic 
affaires, and whose writings, 
whether we read. them in the 
original or tha translations, ate 
as fascinating as can be. At the 
Helena May Institute yesterday 
evening a section of Hongkeng’s 
citizens were treated to an able 
exposition on ~ The Fairyland of 
Fabre" by Colone! C. W. Davy, 
and those who had previous- 
ly looked upon all insects 
merely as vermin must ‘have 
revised their opinion before the 
lecture was over. 


Col. Davy commenced with .a- 
brief sketch of Fabre’s life, his 
early struggles, his wonderfal. | 
work, and his fascinating stories 
of the life histories of various 
well-known insects. He exploded 
many. of the superstitions con- ” 
nected with insects, such as fa | 
cigale, which a pretty French: 
nursery rhyme depicts as 
singing all summer instead of 
storing food and then having 
to beg for sustenance from the 
ants in winter. Actually the 
cicada oes not eat anything, 
depending on Nquid refreshment . 
during its short span of life in the 
sunshine following’ years as a 
grub under-grounc. Another 
deceptive insect. Col. Davy mon- 
tioned, was the praying mantis, 
with its forelegs held in a pious 
attitode but of a most bloodthirsty 
nature. Those who (like the writer. 
of this comment} have kept a 
Hongkong mantis ina glass- 
topped box and placed a cock- 
roach in with it will know the ~ 
real use to which the forelegs are 
put. Among other subjects 
touched on by the lecturer were 
the determination of sex in the 
case of .bees and wasps, the 
wonderful, and unexplained, 
light of. the firefly, the peculidtly 
sensitive attraction of a newly- 
emerged’ female moth for males - 
in the neighbourhood (which is 
utilised by  collectars of 
these insects), and the ine 
stinct of the females of 
the insect world which moves 
them to lay their eggs under 
circumstances most favoursble* 
to the coming grub. A number 
of lantern slides added to the 
interest of the “ecture. The Rev. 
J. Kirk Maconachie, who presid- 
ed, moved a vote of thanks; ‘and 
Mrs. Kemp, on behalf of the 
Helena May Institute committee, 
thanked Col. Davy for his pro- 
posed gift of several volames of 
Fabre’s translated works to the 
Institute. prior to his forthcoming 
departure from the Colony.

LOCAL MAN MISSING, 


ALLEGED DISHONOURED 
; CHEQUES. 


Two shipments of cargo that 
were despatched to America from 
Hongkong last week now torm 
the subject of investigations by 
the police in an endeavour to 
clear up the mystery surrounding, 
the dissppearance of Charles 
Gardner, of the Internationa! 
Trading Company, Bank of China 
Building. . 


Police assistanca was sought 
when two cheques that were 
signed by Gardner in payment 
for a consignment of pea-nut cil 
and rice are said‘to have been 
returned by the bank tothe firms 
concerned, and attempts to get 
into touch with Gardner for 
an explanation have failed. 
Enquiries at his residence at 
Kennedy Road, where he had 
lived withhis wife and family, 
were equally fruitless, and to-day 
a bailiff went to the International 
Trading Company and took pos- 
session.

which he had deposited with the 
firm as security for the amount 
of $10,000 was missing.
